“Our situation here is desperate. In 
ten days our food supply will be at an 
end. Unless we are relieved a ‘gencral 
massacre is probable. 

“The Chinese offer to escort us to Tien 
Tsin, but remembering Cawnpore, we_re- 
fuse the offer. There are over 200 Euro- 
pean women and children in this lega- 
tion.’’ 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Express, wiring yesterday, says: 

“The allies at noon Saturday were 
within twenty miles of. Pekin.’’ 

As Gencral Chaffee’s report,. which is 
the only authentic news received. here 
regarding the advance, located the inter- 
national forces about forty miles from 
Pekin on Friday, it seems probable that 
the Shanghai report is optimistic. It Its 
scarcely likely that the allies could ad- 
vance twenty miles in as many hours.

STUBBORN FIGHT IS MADE 


The Men Who Must Decide the De- 
fendant’s Fate Will’ View the 
Spot Where Governor Goe- 
bel Was Shot to 
Death. 


Georgetown, Ky., August 13.—The hear- 
ing of testimony in the case of ex-Sec- 
retary of. State Caleb Powers was con- 
cluded today, and tomorrow the argu- 
ment before the jury will begin. There 
will be five speeches on each side. Those 
who. will speak in behalf of, the prosecu- 
tfon are Commonwealth's Attorney Frank- 
lin, T. C. Campbell, John K. Hendrick, 
Victor ¥. Bradley and Captain B. B. 
Golden. Those who will argue the case 
for the defendant will be ex-Governor 
Brown, J. C. Sims, Judge J. H. Tinsley, 
ex-Congressman Owens and Judge George 
Denny. The case is expected to reach the 
jury by Saturday. ‘Judge Cantril] an- 
nounced that the Youtsey case will be ta- 
ken up immediately. The jury was taken 
to Frankfort this afternoon and spent 
an hour. in viewing the state capitol 
grounds and buildings and other points 
in connection with the case. The jury 
was in charge of Judge Cantrill and three 
deputy. sheriffs. The defendant, Caleb 
Powers, also went to Frankfort:

James Walker, colored, corroborated 
the testimony of J..W. Dougherty that 
John Perkins, the porter tn Adjutant Gen- 
eral Collier’s office, had told them that 
the defense wanted him to testify that 
he (Perkins) had carried the orders to the 
troops at the arsenal calling them out, 
but that he did not intend to testify to 
it, as it was not true. 

The prosecution then rested its rebuttal 
testimony. Assistant State Auditor Gray- 
ot was called by the defense, whose cross- 
examination of the witness in regard to 
the alleged ageculation of W. H. Culton 
while he was.a clerk the auditor’s of- 
fice, was not completed at Saturday’s ex- 
amination. Grayot réduced the addi- 
tional records asked for by the defense at 
that time. 

The prosecution insisted that if the de- 
fense was allowed to produce the vouchers 
and warrants in question upon which the 
defense alleges he stole $1,148, Culton must 
be allowed to go on the stand in order to 
explain the transaction on his part.

Chicago, August 13.—General Joe 
Wheeler, commander of the department 
of the lakes, today saved the life of 


Savannah, Ga., August 13.—(Spectfal.)— 
W. C. Matthews, who absconded a few 
months ago with more than $6,000 belong- 
ing to Murphy & Co., of this city and 
Atlanta, and who was captured fn Alaska 
after a long investigation by the Pinker- 
tons, is now in custody in Savannah. 
He arrived today in company with two 
cficers and was taken at once to jail, 
where he will probably remain until tried 
In the superior court. He expects his 
wife to come on from New York either 
this afternoon or tomorrow and arrange 


for his defense at once. 

Matthews was brought to Savannah by 
F. F. Lischke, of Seattle, and A. F. 
Fanning, of Portland, two Pinkerton de- 
tectives. He did not offer the least re- 
sistance en route and was treated well 
by the officers. He came here without 
frons of any kind being placed upon his 
wrist. It appears that the absconding 
manager had to be arrested twice before 
he was held with the firmness necessary 
to bring him back to the scene of his 
embezzlement. He was first taken into 
custody at Juneau and there made a 
stubborn fight for his release. He had 
money and employed counsel. The de- 
fense was that, under the territorial law, 
it was necessary to produce evidence 
“that a crime had been committed before 
a prisoner could be held. Those who ef- 
fected Matthews’s arrest did not have 
this evidence where it could be present- 
ed to the court and the prisoner was 
released. This was on June 28th, and 
as soon as released Matthews struck out 
for Skagway. He was making for the 
Canada line. By this time Detective 
Fanning was on his trail and was track- 
ing right behind the man wanted in 
Georgia. He caught him at Skagway, 
fifty miles from Juneau. He was only 
eight miles from the Canadian line on 
June 29th. 

The second time Matthews did not try 
so hard to get out of the clutches of 
the law as he had before. Most of his 
money was gone by that time and he 
had become tired of fighting. July 28th 
the two officers and their prisoner left 
Skagway to begin their trip to Savannah. 
It was necessary to go from Skagway 
to Sitka, the seat of government of the 
territory of Alaska, to have the requisi- 
tion papers honored. From Skagway to 
Seattle, via Sitka, it took seven days, 
traveling on a boat, and from Seattle 
to Savannah it required the same length 
of time. 

The prisoner did not give the officers 
eny trouble at any time on the trip. As 
one of them said this morning, he trav- 
eled like a gentleman.

Thea system of rura! mail delivery that 
has been inaugurated in Bibb cuonty is 
working splendidly. Postmaster Edwards, 
of Macon has just received the following 
letter from the postmaster general: 

“Order No, 875.—First, that on ‘and af- 
ter August 1, 1900, the ‘drop letter’ or one- 
cent rate of postage will not appfy with- 
in rural free delivery limits. ‘The 2-cent 
per ounce rate will be exacted within sucua 
delivery upon gll first-class matter except 
postal cards, 

“Second, that the instroduction of rural 
free delivery wil] not increase or other 
wise modify the present rate of postage 
on second-class matter. 

‘Third, that rural free delivery carriers 
will not bring to the postoffice mail mat- 
ter collected by them, which may be de- 
livered on their routes before completing 
their trips, 

“Fourth, that stamps upon mail matter 
collected by rural free vag od f carriers 
including those on matter delivered en 
route as directed in section 3, will be can- 
celed by them and reported to the post- 
master, who will derive the benefit of the 
cancelation if the office is fourth-class, 

“Fifth, that until suitable rubber can- 
celing’ stamps can be supplied by the de- 
partment, rural free delivery letter car- 
Zers will cancel stamps with the indeli- 
ble pencils recently furnished them for 
use in registering letters.’’

“It is melancholy to learn that the Josses 
of the Americans, -who seem to have 
borne theniselves with conspicuous gal- 
lantry, were increased by a deplorable 
error, in consequence of which one of 
their regiments was pounded by Russian 
and British cannon. The ineident em- 
phasizes the necessity of that close co- 
vperation which is not easily obtainable 
without a single commander and a gel- 
eral staff.’’ 

Official advices from Yckohama, dated 
yesterday, say that the allies propose to 
advance on August 7th to Na Tsi Tsung, 
between Yang Tsun and Wu Sing. The 
Japanese suffered no casualties at Yang 
Tsun, but the official reports say they 
had 300 at Peiteang. The Dally Mail's St. 
Petersburg correspondent declares that 
the taking of Aigun has sealed the fate 
of the rising in northeastern Manchuria.

received. The first had been opened when 
the second was received. 

Mr. Smith said that he had looked into 
the first, box sufficiently to see that it 
did not contain a record of Captain Car- 
ter’s trial. The second box was under- 
stood to contain a record of the courtmar. 
tial. The boxes remained in the chief 
clerk’s office until July. 1898. In 1899 the 
department of justice called for them and 
they were delivered June i4th of that 
year. 

On cross-examination it appeared that 
a number of persons had had access to 
the rooms in which the boxes had been 
placed. 

J. W. O. Sterley. chtef clerk in the cov- 
ernment engineer’s office at ™---"*"nah 
under Captain Carter. was called: i ver- 
ified certain checks issued to contractors 
by Captain Carter drawn on the assistant 
treasurer of the United States and also to 
certain supplementary contracts sent by 
Captain Carter for work in Savannah, 
Ga.

Bdward Johnson, an expert accountant, 
of New Orleans, was the next witness.

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CRANE WANTED HIS 
SERMONS PRINTED 


Sensational Preacher Makes War on 
Charlestonians. | 


NEWSPAPERS SHUT HIM OUT 


Not a Line in Them Referred to the 
Preacher. 


HE STARTS A PAPER OF HIS OWN 


In It His Sermons Are Printed and 
He Continues To Attack the 
“7 by the Sea. 


Charleston, 8S. C., August 18.—(Special.) 
For the past two Sundays the Rev. 
Arthur Crane, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church, who come here a few months 
ago and jumped into notoriety by his 
sensational sermons about high life at 
night and general immorality, has been 
pounding Charleston and telling things 
in the pulpit that others believed best 
unsaid. Rev. Crane did the Parkhurst 
act, and before he delivered his first 
sensational sermon he got two of his 
deacons to show him the wild places in 
the city. He visited the resorts and then 
dropped in at the gambling houses and 
saw the little ivory ball spinning while 
the men stood by and played. Hé took 
in everything and then he told about ft 
at his church. 

After his first attack on the city Rev. 
Crane got scant courtesy from the press. 
The News and Courier has ignored him 
altogether, and this has been a' thorn 
in his flesh, and he has hammered the 
paper in the hope that it would take him 
up and advertise him. But this has not 
been the case and his sensational and 
lurid sermons have fallen flat on small 
congregations. 

In his last sermon Rev. Crane made a 
violent assault on President McKinley 
because wines were sfored in the cellar 
at the white house.’ He attacked Gov- 
ernor McSweeney, and he charged open- 
ly that three members of the Charleston 
city council were running blind tigers. 
He gave the name of one councilman 
whom he claimed was the keeper of a 
blind tiger. and has continued to whack 
him on various occasions. 

So far as Rev. Crane has gone he has 
predicted the utter fallure and collapse 
of the Charleston exposition because, he 
charges, that every other house in 
Charleston is a place where liquor is 
sold. He has not excited the city as 
much as he might have done had his 
sermons been reported, and he was taken 
as a bad customer and let alone. 

After the newspapers refused to give 

him unlimited space Rev. Crane estab- 
lished a sheet of his own, wherein his 
sermons have been printed and where 
he will have the chance to attack the 
city as he has done in the pulpit. 
. His work here has not brought about 
any good results, and it is said that his 
sensational methods are not pleasing to 
all the members of his congregation.

The last 
heard from him before this was at Yang 
Tsun, which had been captured after a 
hard fight, and word of his movements 
since then had been eagerly awaited. 
Thursday he was eighteen miles beyond 
Yang Tsun.. Lang Fang, the placé where 
the ill-fated Seymour expedition met its 
fate and turned back, had been left be- 
hind. ‘The battle of Yang Tsun was 
fought on the 6th, and the advance to 
Ho-Si-Wu was accomplished on the 9th— 
a march of eighteen miles in three days. 
This was four days ago, and at the same 
rute of progress Chaffee is even now fair- 
ly within striking distance of the walls 
of Pekin. 

The dispatch from Chaffee conveying so 
much in so few words was as follows: 

“Che Foo, August 7.—Adjutant Gene- 
ral, Washington. Tenth arrived Ho-Si- 
‘Wu yesterday. CHAFFEE.” 

News Well Received. 


Word of the advance soon spread 
throughou: official quarters. In the en- 
thusiasm of the moment a report got 
about that this was the day for the actual 
arrival at Pekin. But the war depart- 
ment had not a word of the advance be- 
yond Ho-Si-Wu. It was deemed hardly 
likely that the march to Pekin could have 
been made since last Thursday. At the 
tete of progress, six miles a day, made 
from Yang Tsun to Ho-Si-Wu, about 
twenty-four miles would have been cov- 
cred in the last four days, and up to to-

It is surrounded by orchards 
and gardens and ifs not a place likely to 
have afforded opportunity for strong de- 
fense. It is the highest point on the Pei 
river, where the river water is depended 
on, as the native wells are the source 
of supply on the balance of the route to 
Pekin. 

Where the Forces Now Are. 

As it has taken five days for General 
Chaffee to report the advance to Ho-Si- 
Wu, i[t is evident that wire communica- 
tion is not open to the front. This was 
hardly to be expected and the safe ar- 
rival of the message at least shows that a 
certain measure of communication is 
open. One of the chief sources of con- 
gratulation among officials t{s that the 
fancied hordes of China have not mate- 
rialized, or at least have not prevented 
the international column from drawing 
clcse to the gates of Pekin. Shortly af- 
ter this dispatch arrived another .mes- 
sage from General Chaffee, far moré 
lergthy, gave the melancholy result of 
the fighting at Yang Tsun. The casualty 
list was given in detail with the addi- 
tional information that the dead had been 
buried at Yang Tsun and that the wound- 
ed had been sent bask to the hospital at 
Tien T'sin. 

The reply of the United States govern- 
ment to China’s owWertures for peace was 
made public early in the day, showing 
the firm and final position that had been 
taken. While expressing satisfaction at 
this pacific step, the reply states that 
it is evident that ‘‘there can be no gen- 
eral negotiation between China and the 
powers’’ so long as the ministers and 
legationers are restrained and in danger. 
Then follows a specific statement of what 
the United States expects as a condition 
precedent to a cessation of hostilities, 
viz: That a body of the relief force be 
permitted to “enter Pekin unmolested’”’ 
and escort the ministers back to Tien 
T'sin. The text of the American reply is 
as follows:

It is queer logic, but if it suits Mr. 
Hoar, we are satisfieq with it. At its 


worst, it is only another evidence of 


the power that such practical men as 
Hanna have over men who are merely 
intellectual. As to the ratification of the 
treaty, there are two sides to that, as 
we have shown. Mr. Hoar makes no 
mention of the fact that if two repub-- 
licans who were avowed anti-imperial- 
ists—Senators Mason and Wellington— 
had voted as they talked the treaty 
would have been defeated. Senator 
Hoar will hardly pretend that these 
republicans were influenced by~ Mr. 
Bryan. 

But leaving out of view all other 
suggestions and considerations it is 
curious—nay, it is wonderful—that Mr. 
Hoar should fake the position that Mr. 
Bryan is more responsible for the rati- 
fication of the treaty than Mr. McKin- 
ley, who used all his personal and offi- 
cial influence to secure itg ratification, 
Now, we are not criticising Senator 
Hoar; we have no objection whatever 
to his present attitude; we are simply 
showing how weak and fatuous his ar- 
guments are. Of all men, he should be 
the one to know that when a public 
man deliberately sacrifices his convic- 
tions to expediency, silence on his part 
is the best sedative for the public. 

The more he explains the more ridic- 
ulous his position is made to appear, 
and the fact that he is as clamorous 
in his explanations as he recently was 
in his denunciations of the president’s 
policy shows that he is extremely anx- 
ious to prove that black is white, and 
that a man’s conscience is as easy on 
one side of a vital question as it is on 
the other. Such sensitiveness as the 
senator displays ill becomes a man 
who is willing to promote a policy 
which he declares means the downfall 
of the republic.

Responsibility for the Indian Famine 
| Philadelphia Times: An English writer 
of some eminence has made the broad 
charge that England is responsible for 
the famine prevailing in India. 

The facts that he presents are almost 
convincing, the more so, as they are not 
presented with any view of influencing 
party politics. , 

The average per capita wages annually 
of 250,000,000 people is $7. That is, the 
average yearly earnings of a family of 
five is $%. England taxes these people 
to the extent of $250,000,000 a year. The 
bulk of this is laid on land, though every- 
thing is, taxed on which a rupee can be 
ruised. The result is that the peasants 
are compelled to sell nearly all they 
raise to pay their taxes, and in the 
most prosperous years have scant pro- 
visions of food. : 

England has nearly 7,000 highly paid 
office holders in India, who draw $97,- 
(00,000 for salary, while native officials 
only receive $15,000,000. \ 

When the imperial government has 
voted money for public improvement to 
relieve the famine the work has been 
applied to the construction of railways, 
which are not demanded for commercial 
but strategic and military purposes, AND 
THE SUPPORT OF THBSE LINEE&\ 
BECOMES A CHARGE ON THE REV- 
ENUE INSTEAD OF A PROFIT AND 
HELP TO THE COUNTRY. The great 
reservoirs, whose stores 6f water were 
available at one time for irrigating the 
parched country,. have been allowed to 
fall out of repair, and’ this supply being 
shut off, coupled with an extraordinary 
dry season, has left the native with no 
alternative except starvation. 

The fault of England extends over a 
hundred years of mal-administration and 
insatiable avarice. The growing fre- 
quency of the famines in India goes to 
snow that the most liberal provisions 
for aid in times of need are only com- 
promises, and that a more far-reaching 
policy looking toward the support of the 
people must be adopted. 


The North Carolina Situation. 

Wilmington Star: The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, in a review of the North Caro- 
iina gonditions and the evils that led 
up to the great victory for white civill- 
zation and government on last Thursday, 
has this to say, and it shows that a 
Georgia paper—edited by southern men— 
has no difficulty in grasping the situa- 
tion however impossible for a northern 
editor or voter to take in the precise 
conditions. We give an extract toward 
tne close of the editorial. It says: 


‘What is most singular is that the 
North Carolina negro office holders never 
for a moment realized that through them 
the capacity of their race for real citi- 
yenship was on trial. They lang no at- 
tention to the public at large, but plunged 
headlong into all sorts of excesses and 
corrupt practices and began to teach the 
white people a lesson in race hatred and 
intolerance. 

“The inevitable result followed when 
this condition of affairs became unen- 


durable. Under the tutelage of the negro 


office holders the black population be- 
gan to arm itself and drill, the negro 
editors issued the vilest slanders against 
white women and the whole situation 
became so inflamed that it is a wonder 
the Wilmington conflict was not more 
sanguinary.’ Poa: 

It also recognizes the precise fact that 
the amendment is only a partial dis- 
franchisement of the negro voters. For 
the time some half cannot vote, but 
nearly all the young voters and those 
that may becowe of age can vote if they 
so elect. All t northern. papers we 
notiGed both republican and independent, 


and perhaps some alleged democrats, said 


that 100,000 negroes would be disfran- 
chised. They had almanacs at hand 
with the votes and census of 1890 given, 
and they knew -they were lying when 
they said 100,000. Jeter Pritchard admit- 
ted months ago that 60,000 negroes could 
vote under the amendment. If he is cor- 
rect, then not more than 60,000 negroes 
can be disfranchised. It may not be 
more than 60,000. Some democratic pa- 
pers say 7,000. Many of these will be- 
come voters in two years. It is notice- 
able that when papers get in the habit 
of lying it is hard for them to break the

UBLIC EYE. 


Bngland’s lamented chief justice, Lord 
Russell, who died under the surgeon's 
knife last week, was in many respects 
England’s greatest nineteenth century 
jurist. He was possessed of keen analyt- 
ical powers of mind and was enabied at 
once to grasp the merits of every case 
submitted to him. On the bench he was 
the incarnation of judicial) wisdom and 
firmness, but in private life he‘ was 
characterized. by many of the traits 


which belong to ease-loving and good- 


natured Englishmen. Though he de 

rived from his profession an income of 

ee per annum he managed to spend 
all. 

Speaking of the dead chief justice last 
week Thomas Erskine, British vice con- 
sul at Chicago, said: 

“That's the end of one of the greatest 
common law barristers England ever 
knew. Lord Russell began his legal life 
by being admitted to practice as a s0- 
licitor, but gave up that side of the legal 
profession and was called to the bar in 
London. He had q hard time at first, 
but gradually made a great name for 
himself on the northern circuit, which he 
traveled, as a splendid man with the 
jury and an unrivaled cross-examiner of

witnesses. 
the Manchester assizes, and gradually 
worked up into fame and_ fortune. 

“The circuit to which he belonged, at 
the same time it gave to the bar Sir 
Charles Russell, also gave Sir John 
Holker, the attorney general under con- 
servative administrations ag Sir Charles 
was under liberal. For years they took 
it turn and turn about. Lord Russell 
was far from being gentle with a refrac- 
tory witness. He was possessed of a tre- 
mendous temper, very easily roused, and 
woe betide any one who got in its way. 

‘‘Lord Russell was the father of a large 
family—ten sons and ten daughters—and

HIS FORCE SCATTERED IN BANDS 


General Pio Del Pilar Promises To 
Become a Good Filipino and Wants 
To Fight for McKinley, 


Washington, August 18.—Copfes of Ma- 
nila papers received at the war depart- 
ment contain a letter purporting to be 
from a personal friend of Aguinaldo, 
which states that thg Filipino chief does 
not take advantage of the amnesty 
proclamation because some time ago he 
gave orders to his followers to break up 
into guerrilla bands. The amnesty order 
excepts those who violated the laws of 
war, and it states that Aguinaldo fears 
that he would be in the excepted class 
should he undertake to surrender under 
the amnesty proclamation. The letter 
is dated at Biac No Bato, which is said 
to be the present provisional headquar- 
ters of Aguinaldo. It states, however, 
that Aguinaldo never st'ays more than 
one night in a place and only a few hours 
in any one location. He allows no one to 
come near him except his most intimate 
personal friends. A dispatch in one of 
the:papers dated at San Pedro Macati, 
states that General Pio del Pilar, who 
recently surrendered, says he wishes to 
become a good American citizen, and in- 
tends to accept the American terms of- 
fered to his people. He said that he 
would like nothing better than to raise 
a regiment of native Filipinos to serve in 
China. 


SENTENCES ARE APPROVED. 


Filipinos Are Tried.Before Courtmar- 
tial and Given Terms. 


Washineton, August 13.—Copies of or- 
ders receiyed at the war department from 
General acArthur announce the sen- 
tence of Jacinto Ebron, a native Filipino 
who was charged with “insurrection 
against the government of the United 
States of America.’’ Ebron was gent to 
the penitentiary for five years. The or- 
der states that Ebron was a member of 
a band of armed outlaws operating in Ca- 
gayan province, Luzon, which committed 
various outrages upon the whale popula- 
tion and kept the people in a constart 
state of terror. ) 

Furmin Camit, convictedof manslaugh- 
ter in Iloilo, was sentenced for ten years. 

The orders also contain the acquittal 
of Colonel James 8S. Pettit, Thirty-first 
volunteer infantry, who was charged with 
being responsible for the death of a pris- 
oner named Juan Remos, by turning him 
over to the president of Zamboanga. The 
findings and the acquittal are disapprov- 
ed by General] MacArthur, who says that 
notwithstanding the alleged character of 
the prisoner, which tended to reveal him 
as a guerrilla or outlaw, he was neverthe- 
less entitled to protection, and to have 
his guilt determined in the regular way by 
war tribunal. Although the acquittal is 
disapproved, there was nothing further 
for General MacArthur .o do, an® he 
restored Colonel Pettit to his regiment.

Contest Will Probably Occur on Oc- 
tober 3d Instead of 5th. : 


COMMITTEE WILL MEET NEXT MONTH

QUICK WORK SAVED PROPERTY 


Difficulty in Locating Blaze, but 
After That It Was Easy, 


FIRE ORIGINATED IN BONNET FACTORY 


Chief Joyner Telephoned Waterworks 
for More Pressure, Which Was 
( Promptly Applied. 


Fire was discovered yesterday afternoon 


about 6:30 o'clock in the Wiseberg build- 
ing, 41 and 43 Peachtree street, and for a 


time it looked as if the entire bullding 
clouds of 


would be consumed. Great 
smoke were seen issuing from the win- 
Jows on the third floor, and in a chort 
time a blaze burst through the root, 
threatening to spread to the adjoining 
buildings. 

Chief Joyner and his Corps of fire 
fighters arrived on the scene at once, and 
then it was all over. The men went to 
work with the snap and vim for which 
they are famous, and ere long all that 
was left to testify to the conflagration 
Was a pile of burned bonnets aval some 
woodwork ebout the roof. 

The fire originated in 
factory of Wiseberg Bros. 
is on the top floor of the building, and 
well to the rear. The doors were closd 
for the day at the time the fire was dis- 
covered, and the proprietors are unab.e 
to account for the fre which started so 
shortly after they had suspended business 
for the day. 

It was 6 o'clock when the last member 
of the firm left the office, and no one is 
supposed to have returné& to the place uf- 
ler that time. Nothing of a dangerous 
character are liable to ignite Was leit il 
the place. 

The first intimation the fire department 
had of the fire was by ‘telephone. Some 
one telephoned headquarters and advise 
Chief Joyner a house Was on fire at the 
corner of Peachtree street and Edgewood 
avenue. Shortly after this an alarm was 
sent in, bu: the firemen were half-way to 
the fire. 

When they arrived on the scene they 
experienced some difficulty in locating the 
building, as nothing could be seen but a 
cloud of smoke issuing from several win- 
dows. When the building was locatca, 
the fire could not be located. 

A ladder was placed on the front of the 
building, and Fireman Cummings made 
his way into the burning building with a 
chemical hose. He went to the rear of 
the top floor and discovered the fire was 
in the bonnet factory. Quickly smashing 
the door, he turned the chemicals on ihe 
blaze, and notified the other firemen where 
the fire was. 

After that, it was easy. Streams of 
water were turned on in short order, and 
the blaze quickly extinguished. 

The principal damage was to the bonnet 
factory, although the stock and store of 
the Empire Liquor Company, which is on 
the ground floor, was injured some by the 
water and falling glass. 

The thick skylight giass became heated, 
and broke, falling in red-hot masses 
through the storeroom, in 
piled several barrels of whisky. A hose 
was sent into the store and the glass 
cooled, exterminating further danger fron? 
this source. 

During the fire, and while he was in the 
room where the fire originated, Firemar 
Cummings was overcome by the smoke, 
and was forced to leave for a short time. 
The burning bonnets and other cloth made 
a &Stifling cloud of yellow smoke. 

It Js impossible to estimate the loss al 
present, but it is said not to exceed $1,000, 
or possibly $1,200. All was fully insured. 
Chief Joyner telephoned to the water- 
works station for extra pressure, as is his 
custom -vhen he discovers a fire which 
locks dangerous. The extra pressure was 
immediately applied, and all the water 
necessary was forced through the iiy- 
drants. 


DEATH OF DWIGHT R. WING. 


He Was Formerly a Well-Known 
Citizen of Atlanta. ' 


A letter received in the city vesterday 
by Thad Sturgess announces the death 
in Little Rock last week of Dwight R. 
Wing. at one time a well-known and in- 
fluential citizen of the place. Mr. Wing’s 
death was due to nervous prostration 
and old age, and its announcement will 
cause a feeling of genuine sorrow among 
him old friends and acquaintances in 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Wing was a native of New York 
state, and came south In the latter 50’s. 
He first went to New Orleans, and from 
there to Nicaragua, where a revolution 
was then in full swing. That was about 
'S7, and within a few hours after he 
landed he was arrested as a political sus- 
pect and imprisoned. It took him a month 
to satisfy the authorities that he had 
no connection with that country, and 
then he was released. Leaving Nica- 
ragua, Mr. Wing came to Atlanta, and 
for years was connected the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. In ’70 he left At- 
lanta for Little Rock, where he opened 
the first machine shop established in that 
section of the southwest, and made a de- 
cided success. Mr. Wing was nearly 
seventy years of age, and for several 
months previous to his death his health 


was poor.

Hitherto the two years’ vruise 
upon completion of the academic course 
was considered’ strictly a part of the 
schooling essential\to graduation. This is 
now no longer the case, although the 
cruise is still provided for, independent of 
the course.

Railroads Are Prosecuting a Vigorous 
War. 


SCALPERS HEAVILY FINED 


Fewer Scalpers’ Tickets Confiscated 
Here Since Recent Publications. 


FREIGHT TRAFFIC MEETING AUGUST (STH 


Cotton Rates from This Territory to 
Carolina Mills To Be Discussed 
Again—Other Notes. 


Since the recent publication relative to 
the war passenger officials in Atlanta 
were waging against ticket scalpers, and 
the annoyance and loss to which persons 
who bought transportation from scalpers 
were Iiable, there has been a marked 
falling off in the number of worthless 
tickets confiscated by the railway peo- 
ple at the union station and at the vari- 
ous ticket offices. 

That portion of the traveling public 
that has been in the habit of patronizing 
sealpers has taken alarm. WNot only the 
railroad lines in this section are fighting 
the scalpers, but from all over the coun- 


| try come stories of ticket scalpers who 
' have been harshly dealt with in court. 


One of the Philadeluhia papers in a 
ntatns a story of four ho- 
clerks who were caught scalping 
tickets during the recent republican na- 
convention.

‘It Is to be hoped that others who may 
have the idea that ticket scalping is a 
good way to turn a few extra dollars 
will take warning from. the. example 
which has thus been set. The trade in 
railroad tickets by, others than the com- 


pany’s authorized agents is illegal, and it 
has geen made so in the interest of the 
traveling public. “Ticket scalping is a 


‘frequent source of fraud, and the loss 


where fraud has been practiced falls 
upon the unsuspecting traveler. 

“There is no excuse for the existence 
of the ticket scalper. Travelers should 
have no dealings with them one way or 
the other, as if they do they are apt to 
find themselves out of pocket. The ticket 
scalper himself runs the chance of pres- 
ently finding himself in jail.”

Weather Reports Unfavorable, Crop 
Accounts Poor, Spot Demand In- 
creasing South—New Cot- 
ton Receipts Very 
Light. 


New York, August 18.—The cotton market 
opened barely steady with prices unchanged 
to 10 points lower, but immediately developed 
strong -characteristics following heavy for- 
eign buying and a bad scare of local shorts. 
The early and late cables from Liverpool were 
emphatically strong; news from’ all parts of 
the south was bullish while the speculative 
public manifested an eagerness to take the 
long side and adapt aggressive tactics.

A sig- 
nificant feature of the crop movement was an 
absence of new cotton at many points, while 
mone of the centers of accumulation noted 
large arrivals. Galveston reported. but 75 
new bales, as against 654 last year the same 
day. Houston received no new cotton, where- 
as 389 bales were reported a year ago. Ru- 
mors that Neill was about to issue a bullish 
circular and that the Mississippi valley had 
been visited by a cloudburst, aided “bulls in 
the late session. Nevertheless, profit taking 
restrained over zealous longs. At the close 
the market was very steady with prices net 
@ to 16 points higher.

Heary Western Receipts and

CAUSED "HEAWY SELLING 


Reports of Damage from Heavy Ralns 
Steadled Market, 


CLOSED SHADE UNDER SATURDAY 


Corn, After a Severe Break Early, 
Partially Recovered, Closing 5-8c 
Lower and Firm—Oats and 
Provisions Closed a 
Shade Lower. 


Chicago, August !3.—Damages from heavy 
rains In the northwest, combined with a moder- 
ate cash business caused a recovery from early 
weakness in wheat today, September closing 
a shade under Saturday. September corn 
closed %c down because of rains. September 
oats %c down arfd provisions a shade to 5c 
lower. 

Wheat began the day decidedly weak under 
the influence of weak cables and heavy west- 
ern receipts. Liverpool was !%d down. Re- 
ceipts at Kansas City footed up 750,000 bush- 
els, which broke all records. Influenced by 
this kind of information there were hosts of 
people with wheat to sell and few people to 
buy it at anything like Saturday’s closing 
figures. September opened %@Ic lower at 74% 
to 74%c, and dropped speedily to 74%c. Cov- 
ering by shorts for profits steadied the mar- 
ket at this point and gradually forced some 
recovery. Later reports of damage from ex- 
cessive rains in the northwest from sprout- 
ing and of a prospect of more trouble should 
the hard rains continue, steadied the market. 
Cash sales of about 200,000 bushels were also 
a help. September slowly clambered up to 
75%@75%c and closed firm, only a shade un- 
der Saturday at 75%@75\%c. New York re- 
ported 32 loads taken for. export. Seaboard 
clearances in wheat and flour were equal to 
485,000 bushels. Primary receipts were 
1,689,000 bushels compared with 636,000 
bushels last year. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported 448 cars, against 393 last week ani 
23! & year ago.

The break at the open- 
ing was sharp, but it was checked before the 
session had proceeded far, shorts covering to 
take profits.

When these tired and over-heated Atlantians 
tumbled from their thirteen coaches and rolled 
into the surf it' was a sight to see. Atlanta has 
had a water famine lately, and it is not prob- 
able that many of the exctrsionists had en- 
joyed a bath in several weeks. The Sunday 
tide at Tybee must have been built for them. 
At 12 o'clock the water came racing into the 
shore in white combers, and there were long 
green streaks brought up like. sea meadows. 
The tawny colors of the Savannah had been 
chased far up into the interior, and nothing 
but the pure sea, fresh from the Spanish main, 
fanned and purified by 3,000 miles of wind, 
landed on the strand, 
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locked swash of the IsJe of Palms, but a clean 
open surf, white-crested and full of foam. 

‘No one who saw tHe Atlantians in ‘the surf 
will ever forget them, They went in fearless- 
ly. There is nothing an Atlantian dreads to 
tackle. Like King Canute, they thought the 
waves would fall back before the grit of the 
Gate City. When the water got too boister- 
ous they rebuked the tides as Richard Man- 
field did at Newport. Finally, however, they 
were forced back under the ropes and did a 
land office business tryifg to keep the water 
out of their eyes and mouth. Very few of these 
provincial people had ever seen the sea be- 
fore. They were in the surf on a-$3 outing. 
dnd made most of their time. They spent not 
only minutes, but hours, in the water. Their 
skins would have attracted attention in a red 
shirt parade in North Carolina. But Atlanta 
women were the ones whom the surf most val- 
flantiy bantered and beat. An Atlanta girl 
goes into the surf with the abandon with which 
she enters society. There is something about 
her of ‘‘the reckless dash of the boy.’ She 
throws convention and her golden braids to 
the wind. Savannah women wear oilskin 
caps, but the Atlanta girl bares her head 
like King Lear, as if to say, ‘‘Pour on: I can 
endure."’ She follows her leader blindly, 
jumps when she is told, but with her mouth 
wide opén, ships whole gallons of water. An 
Atlanta woman who was caught between the 
beach and the deep blue sea on Stinday con- 
vulsively grabbed the ropes and deliberately 
turned her back to fhe swelling tide. She 
drew herself up until her chin rested upon the 
line and allowed the waves to pound her in 
the back until she was black in the face. Her 
eyes started from her head and the tongue 
almost protruded from the mouth. She was in 
danger of being strargied to death, hanged by 
the yard arm like a pirate, and yet she dared 
mot let go the rope. To get back into the 
sea was impossible, to retreat to land was al- 
most as bad. Finally she was extricated from. 
her perilous position and sank down into waist- 
deep water. An hour later she came out tran- 
quil and laughing, with plenty of experience,

FULTON NOT HEARD FROM 


There I ALittle Doubt but That Total 
for State Will Go to Twelve 
Millions.

The increase in the value of taxable 
property in the state for this vear over 
last has now gone over $10,000,000, and 
there are still: twenty-four counties to 
make their returns. 

The total net increase of $10,756,225 gives 
an average of practically $90,000 gain in 
each of the 113 counties heard from, 
which is by far the mest extensive in- 
crease for one year Over the preceding 
one in the history of the state. 

There is now no doubt that with the last 
of the 137 counties returned, the total 
for the state will go to more than $12,000,- 
000. This amount of increase will be real- 
ized if the average for the remaining 
twenty-four counties only reaches $60,000. 
Fulton county’s digest , which always af- 
fects materially the total one way ofrgthe 
other, has not been forwarded by the tax 
receiver, and there is no way of ascertain- 
inz what the outcome wiil be in this coun- 
ty. From the great amount of building 
and property improvement which has 
been going steadily forward for the past 
year. there is every reason to beHeve 
that Fulton will reverse the showing maae 
in 1899 and add a gain of $2,000,000 to the 


grand total. 

Coffee county, like the counties around 
her, has sent in an unusually large gain. 
The property of that county is returned 
for $400,000 more than it was valued at 
last year. Chariton is one of the few in 
that section of the state to show any de- 


crease.
